AN ACT relating to multidisciplinary team access to child abuse information. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 235A.13, Code 1981, is amended by adding the following new subsec­
tion: 

NEW SUBSECTION. "Multidisciplinary team" means a group of individuals who possess 
knowledge and skills related to the diagnosis, assessment, and disposition of child abuse cases 
and who are professionals practicing in the disciplines of medicine, public health, mental 
health, social work, child development, education, law, juvenile probation, or law enforcement. 

Sec. 2. Section 235A.15, subsection 2, Code 1981, is amended by adding the following new 
paragraph: 

NEW PARAGRAPH. To a multidisciplinary team, if the department of social services 
approves the composition of the multidisciplinary team and determines that access to the 
team is necessary to assist the department in the diagnosis, assessment, and disposition of a 
child abuse case.

AN ACT exempting individual farm owner accounts from examination by the Iowa real estate 
commission. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Section 1. Section 117.46, subsection 3, Code 1981, is amended to read as follows: 
3. Each broker shall authorize the commission to examine each trust account and shall 

obtain the certification of the bank or savings and loan association attesting to each trust 
account and consenting to the examination and audit of each account by a duly authorized 
representative of the commission. SaW The certification and consent shall be furnished on
